The a*ceosion of Christ is the connecting link been the Gospels and 
the Act-, between the work of Jeaua during His earthly I'fe and Hit con 
tinned work. Luke closes his Gospel with the a-ceosion and begins the 
Acts with the ascension. 

We now come to tbe clo*e of the forty days during which Je«u* had 
appeared to His disciples and m-tructed them. Tbe ascension was Thar* 
day. May 18, a. d. 30. The prayer continued ten days till May 2*, which 
wa» Pentecost. He ascended in their presence that they might have clear 
proof of this fact and to a*»ure them when He aroae, — a blessing w hich 
was real and powerful, and continues upon His people L> this day. “He 
was parted from them," by beginning to ascend upward, “and carried op 
into heaven. ' The tense of the original is picturesque, and indicates a 
continual action, a gradual going up out of their sight “A cloud received 
Him out of their sight.” The sbechmab, or cloud of glory, like the cloudy 
pillar, the symbol of God, that led the Israelite* through the wilderness, 
or like Elijah s storm chariot, or the bright cloud of glory which overshad- 
owed Him on the Mount of Transfiguration. This wa* Hu “royal chariot 
as Chrysostom calls it (PS. D>4 3). 

When a cloud bad received Him out of their sight two angels bade ' 
them be comforted, for the time was coming when He should return.

Preparation for questioning. 

Questions should alwa>* be prepared, either written or in tbe mind 

Tbe teacher should study the pupil with the same diligence ibat be 
studies the Bible. *0 that be can adapt bis question* to each scholar, taking 
into account both his acquirement- and hi- requirements. 

The teacher should know the le-son well. He should study it thor- 
oughly. from every standpoint, and know much more than be expect* to 
teach. 

He should teach the mo*t important features of tbe lesson. He should 
find what is the vital line of le-son-truth, what relates to tbe spiritual, tbe 
moral, or the practical life of the scholar, and develop that in the ques- 
tions. 

He should follow 1 good outline. The law of system should be kept 
mind, and a definite plan, sufficiently simple to be easily remembered, 
should be followed in the questions, both as regards their preparation and 
their use. 

2. The use of questions. 

We come now to the teaching of the lesson. What kind of questions 
should be given, and how should they be presented? Of many hints that 
might be named, the following are presented 

1. Let tbe question* be clear. Often pupils hesitate to answer, not 
because they are ignorant, but because ihej are uncertain what the ques- 
tion means. A precise, defioale question will open the way for a correct 
answer. 

2. Let the question* be suggestive. Not that the question should 
suggest the an«wer. but that it should suggest thought on the part of the 
pupil; for the aim of tbe teacher should be to slimmulate tbe mind of hi* 
scholar. 

3. Let the question* be informal. The bent teaching is when teach- 
er and scholar talks together over the lesson, both partii* asking quc-tiun- 
and both an-wering tb**m . *•■•• teacher leading while riot seeming to lead. 

4. Avoid leading question*. Leading questions are such a- can be 
answered by yes or no; a* •• Wa* nut David the King of Israel? 

5. Let the questions {r- *piriiual Not all the questions and answers 

cau be spiritual in form, for some of them must be n-ked to bring out the 
facts or thought# of the lesson. Yet every question 'hould have a spiri- 
tual purpose, and form a link in a chain of which one end i» the lesson and 
the other the pupil's heart. In the ttaching af every lesson there should 
be a few question* .-f directly spiritual character, aimed at the pupil'a con 
•cion*. But such qiie.rnn* -hould be given discreetly, and carefully 
adapted *0 the indiv » •!*'

a profitable business. 

How was Ibis plant able to make so 
( ssl a showing? In a way so almple 
that any inmih dial plant could adopt 
It with sucee.f if its su[K>rlntendent 
were got*! at llgures. Ami the ln»*t of 
It Is that It makes competition by pri- 
v I to plants Impossible beenuso - well, 
stockholders are t«K» Inquisitive. 

In the lirst (dace thu tiled charges 
for Interest on the capital Invested and 
for depredation were entirely Ignored. 
Then no nllowiues* was made for taxes 
lost liy haring municipal Instead of 
private ownership. Next, while full 
■barge was made against the water de- 
»irt lent and the city nffici-. for llgtits 
nod mpplies, tls- superintendent eon- 
renlen’ly forgot to charge the lighting 
plant with the water used In Its holi- 
er* and coudciimTs or with Its share of 
the salaries In the city accounting de- 
partment. Insurance was also over- 
looked Finally, to make assurance of 
prollt doubly sure, a number of Items 
•roperly pertaining to maintenance 
wen- charged to "new construction.” 
At the same time the charge for street 
i 'id public building lights was quit* a*

It Is perhaps needless to add that ex 
•ept for the Judicious way In which the 
superintendent prepared bis report a 
-ousldcrablc defldt would have appear- 
ed Instead of the gratifying profits. Of 
course the taxpayers will have to pro- 
vide the money to make good these pa 
l-cr profits, hut they may not for some 
tears see the connection lietween their 
•rofltshle plant and the higher tux 
rate, ami meanwhile are happy In the 
-on temp 1st km of Its profits and will 
loo title** testify enthusiastically to the 
- ut-UU nr municipal ownership. 

From the above wo may deduce the 
following rule for showing a profit: 
First, omit all Items of expense that 
•mi without too much danger of de 
te< tlon l>e saddled upon the general 
lax list or other departments; second, 
t barge in as vague a way aa possible 
l<> new construction aa many Items of 
maintenance as may ta» uecessary to 
show a largo profit (N It The prollt 
must Ire large to provide for the eon 
tlngniey of some carping crttlc discov- 
ering one or more of the concealed 
Items of expense and ruthlessly draw 
lug them forth from their biding 
pUnee.l 

If the above rule I* scrupulously fol- 
lowed there seem* to lie no re a sen 
why every invmk'ipul plant should net
